11 High Krupp 
Officials Are 
Found Guilty 
Of War Crimes

Nuernberg, Germany, July 31 K/P) 


—A U. 8. military court today con- 
victed Alfried Krupp Von Boblen 
und Halbach anc} 10 other directors 
of the Krupp munitions works on two 
war crimes counts—exploitation of 
slave labor and plundering of occu- 
pied countries. 


A 50,000-word judgment said the 


directors of the Ruhr gun plant, 
backbone of the German war ma- 
chine since the days of Bismarck, 
committed crimes even in excess, of 
Hitler's orders. 


Of the 12 defendants, only Karl 


Heinrich Pfirsch, 71, dean of the, 
board and a gun industrialist since 
1901, 
was acquitted on all counts. 


The Judgment was handed down by 
a tribunal consisting of H. G. An- 
derson of Jackson, Tenn.; Edward 
J. Daly of Hartford, Conn., and 
William J. Wilkm of Seattle, Wash. 


Exploited Slav= Labor 


Krupp, 41, took over the billion- 


dollar enterprise from his father, 
ailing Gustav Krupp, and his moth- 
er. Bertha, for whom the "Big 
Bertha" guns of World War I were 
named. He was convicted of -ex- 
ploiting slave labor, starving and 
mistreating

workers and using prisoners of war 
to make German guns.

ployed almost 12,000 foreign slaves 
and 2,500 prisoners of war in 100 
factories in the Ruhr. It said many 
died from the conditions and the 
bard work.

"Inhumane Treatment" 


In barbed wire camps set up by 


the Krupps "the inmates fought for 
a dry spot on which to sleep at 
night and those who lost were forced 
to stand on their feet all night," 
the judgment continued. 


"Treatment of the eastern work- 


ers was inhumane. The defendant m 
a memorandum to works managers 
stated: 'Russian civilian workers 
are to be treated in the same way 
as prisoners of war. Any sympathy 
is false pity-'" 


The court said that by 1944 chil- 


dren as young as six were being 
used as laborers. It added that the 
Krupps were powerful enough to 
balk at any Nazi orders on the 
subject of slave labor. 


"The guflty were not acting un- 


der compulsion or coercion exerted 
by the Reich authorities,'' the court 
said. "Upon the facts found, we con- 
clude beyond a reasonable doubt 
that the defendants are guilty." 


Court Lists Details 


Even though young Krupp did 


not take over control from his ail- 
ing father, Gustav, until 1943, the 
tribunal noted that he was inter- 
ested factually as far back as 1940. 


The judgment recounted in de- 


tail how the House of Krupp moved 
into occupied countries after invad- 
ing German armies and seized prop- 
erty. 


"We are convinced beyond a rea- 


sonable doubt," the court said, "that 
defendants Krupp, Loeser. Houdre- 
mont. Mueller and Janssen partici- 
pated actively in the spoliation of 
France and Holland and that Eber- 
hardt participated in the spoliation 
of France." 


The judges indicated that some 


of the defendants were more guilty 
than others and that this would be 
taken into account in the sentences. 
Pfirsch. Korschan, Xhn and Von 
Buelow were acquitted of the plun- 
dering charge.

SEEK FUNDS FOR 
SPRAYING TOWN 
WITH DDT BY AIR 


The Health and Sanitation com- 


mittee of the Littlestown Chamber 
of Commerce met in the office of 
the iattoman Shoe company on 
Thursday evening, to formulate 
ways and means to rid the town of 
flies and mosquitoes and other germ 
carrying insects Trie question *\>f 
aerial spraying was discussed witii 
Mr. Tyler of Tyler Flight Service 
and Mr. Sealover of Eastern Air 
Activities. 


They stated that an aerial spray- 


ing with five per cent DDT solution 
has been very effective and saUs^ 
factory in the control of germ 
carrying insects. Also in those com- 
munities that have had polio epi- 
demics, aerial spraying has reduced 
the number of new cases greatly 
within several days. 


Aerial spraying is very beneficial 


as surrounding towns will verify 
and is highly recommended by th« 
National Department of Health and 
Agriculture, 
committee members 


were told. Bees and other beneficial 
insects are not banned by a five 
per cent DDT solution. The home 
owner, however, must play an im- 
portant part, as was pointed out by 
Mr Taylor and Mr. Sealover, by 
mowing weeds and tall grass, by 
placing oil on stagnant pools and 
by special care of garbage cans, 
overflowing cesspools, vents on sep- 
tic tanks. Ail of these places breed 
insects and breeding places must be 
controlled and destroyed in order to 
eliminate the final disease carrying 
pest, the men explained.

Toward Better Results 


Fewer clutch overhaul jobs would 


go wrong if more aticution were 
paid to the little things. Here are 
a few of the common errors: 


Failure to mark the clutch cover 


and the flywheel so that they can 


be put back 
position. Overlooking this may cause 
an out-of-balance condition that is 
both disturbing and difficult to Cor- 
rect. 


Failure to pack a teaspoonful of 


short fibre grease into the crank- 
shaft pilot bearing. 


Failure to clean the flywheel and 


pressure' plate throughly. New parts 
should be cleaned of the grease used 
to keep them from rusting when held 
in stock.

British solidarity to this crisis, at 
the conclusion of the foreign sec- 
retary's statement wartime Prime 
Minister Winston ' 'Churchill took 
the floor as leader of the conserva- 
tive party. He pledged the socialist 
government the full support of the 
powerful party which he heads. 


Bevin's cautiousness is also seen 


in Washington aiid Paris. The 
British, French and American Am- 
bassadors to Moscow are expected 
to meet with Molotov to the im- 
mediate future.
